The evidence that the: CIA- was 
watching the Marcoses is.in deposi- 
tions given in the bizarre case of Ron- 
ald Ray Rewald. who ran a Honolulu- 
based investment. company ~ from 
1979 to 1983. when he was arrested 
for fraud. < 

Rewald has been convicted of em- 
bezzling investors’ money, but exten- 
sive investigations, by us as well as 
_by a congressional subcommittee and 
Rewald’s: own attorneys, turned up 
substantial evidence that Rewald and 
his colleagues in the investment firm

The CIA has officially ackno! 

jedged ‘low-level’ |involvement 

| Rewald's investment operation. But 
at least half a dozen CIA agents, |in- 
eluding some Honolulu station chiefs, 
had! undeniable links to the invest- 
ment company. 

Confidential statements and re- 
ports obtained by reporter John Kelly 
show that Rewald and at least one 
CIA consultant were monitoring the 
Marcoses’ property purchases for. the 
agency. Marcos has denied buying

Rewald said: ‘We were keeping a 
close eye on Mrs. Marcos the last ‘cou- 
ple of yours under the direction of the 
agency. She had been negotiating on 
purchasing some land here. But it 
was| the agency's feeling that they 
were doing it in anticipation of early 
exile ...|'"" t . 

Rewald hired |agother firm to in- 
vestigate the Marcoses’ purchase of 

roperty in Hawaii. One estate,

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Quarry being monitored

PONTOON BEACH — Concrete 
posts called “monuments” have 
been placed near the Quality Sand 
Inc, quarry to test the quarry’s-ef- 
fects,on homes in the area. 

Ron Yarbrough of Geo-Technical 
Associates in Collinsville will 
monitor possible land subsidence by 
measuring the posts and their rela- 
tion to the surrounding soil. The 
posts will be monitored for a year by 
graduate students of Southern Il- 
linois University at -Edwardsville| 
where Yarbrough is a professor. 

The concrete structures have been 
set behind Iris Avenue. 

The study. will cost the village 
$2,200. The cost was approved dur- 
ing, Tuesday’s Village Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

After a visual inspection of the 
area last July, Yarbrough said if 
there is any subsidence due to. the 
quarry, it would: come from the 
quarry’s sides. He said there was no 
immediate danger to homes, and 
testing could determine when a 
danger might arise. 

Yarbrough is the second consul- 
tant to issue an opinion on the 
quarry. 

Geotechnical’ engineer -Darrel 
Wolff of John Mathes and Associates 
in Columbia surveyed the quarry 
lake last June. He told Peritoon 

ach officials that, from 4 visual 

ection ofthe site, he determined 

re was no danger to homes along 

Avenue. He felt sand was not be- 
ing sucked from under the topsoil 
surrounding the lake. 

But Trustee Lou Whitsell objected 
to Wolff's opinion. because John 
Mathes dnd Associates had perform- 
ed work for Quality Sand in the past. 

After a private road collapsed into 
the quarry lake on’ June 11, 1985, 

idents called Pontoon Beach of- 

Is to express their concern. The 

road and lake, located behind Iris 

Avenue, are owned by Quality Sand, 
which digs for sand in the lake. 

Because the lake has moved closer 
to their homes, some residents on 
Iris were worried the lake could en- 
danger their. property if it continues 
to expand. 

When the road collapsed,” Quality 
Sand owner Don Peacock said he 
was not endangering homes in the 


area, and the collapse of th 
was intentional. 

Peacock said expansion toward 
the homes has stopped, and the 
quarry is expanding eastward. 

Quality Sand owns about 120 acres 
behind Iris Avenue. Peacock said his 
Sand quarry was established long 
before the homes were built.

The Illinois Nurses. Association’s 
November convention opened with a 
keynote address by the president 
and publisher of the American Jour- 
nal of Nursing (AJN), Thelma 
Schoor. 

In her address, Schoor discussed 
accountability, visibility and power. 

“The public image of nursing has 
not caught up with what nurses ac- 
tually do. Nurses must show pride 
and identify themselves as nurses,” 
she said. . 

More than 300 nurses attended the 
House of Delegates sessions held 
Nov. 7-9 at Pheasant Run in St 
Charles, Ill. One of the most 
dynamic events was the House’s 
support to go forward with legisla- 
tion to effect a change in the Ilinois 
Nurse Practice Act, supporting en- 
try into professional nusing at the 
baccalaureate level. The following 
concepts.were passed: 

I; That the Illinois Nurses Associa- 
tion seek to amend the Hlinois Nurs- 
ing Act by making several major 
changes, including establishment of 
two new future levels of nursing 
practice, professional nursing and’ 
technical nursing, and to: 

a. Provide that all new profes- 
sional nurses graduating after a 
specified date shall be required. to 
hold a baccalaureate degree in nurs- 
ing. 

b. Title the future professional 
nurse, registered nurse (RN). : 

c. Utilize the definition of profe- 
sional nursing proposed in INA's 
proposed nurse practice act (draft 
4) to develop the definition of profes- 
sional nursing to. reflect *the new 
scope of practice and functions con- 


sistent 
tion. 

d. “Grandfather” all current 
‘registered nurses into the new RN 
category. at the time of-implementa- 
tion of the act. . 

é. Provide that all future technical 
nurses graduating after a specified 
date shall be required to hold an 
associate degree in nursing. 

f. Title the future technical nurse, 
associate nurse (AN). 

g. Utilize the definition of 
technical nursing proposed in INA’s 
nurse practice act (Draft. 4) to 
develop the definition for the new 
technical nurse to reflect the new 
scope of practice and /functions con- 
sistent with educational prepara 
tion. 

h. Grandfather all licensed prac- 
tical nurses who have successfully 
completed an. ‘approved phar. 
macology courses into the new 
technical nurse category. 

i. Provide for new licensure ex 
aminations for each level of nursing 
to reflect*the education and practice 
of each new level. 

2. The llinois Nurses Associatior 
will seek to introduce such legisla: 
tion in 1987. 

3. The INA will’seek to have suck 
legislation fully implemented eight 
years following enactment of the 
law. : 

A special meeting was also callec 
for all INA members, to- vote on @ 
dues increase. Part of thé increase 
was approved to go to the State 
Nurses “Active in Politics in Illinois 
(SNAPI) unless otherwise requestec 
by the member. 

The Legislative Committee 
reported at the convention that INA 
was successful in obtaining propos: 
ed changes to the Baccalaureate 
Assistance Law for registerec 


with educational © prepara: 


nurses (HB 1177). 

Other events-at the conyention in: 
cluded: passage of numerous healtr 
care resolutions, a SNAPI auctior 
raising over $6,000, presentation of 
Legislator of the Year plaques. 
presentation of the 1985 INA Clinical 
Nursing Practice Award to Mary 
Bradish, RN, a certified nurse mid- 
wife; and an address to the group by 
U.S. Sen. Paul Simon (his bow tie 
brought $300 at the auction).

Insurance claims form revised 


Illinois Insurance Director John 
E. Washburn announced Jan. 27 he 
has approved a revised version of a 
comprehensive general liablity 
“claims-made” policy form he had 
previously disapproved Dec. 30, 

~1985. 

The amended form was filed by 
the Insurance Services Office (ISO) 
to make certain risks| more attrac- 
tive and predictable, thereby reliev- 
ing some of the factors that have 
contributed to the current insurance 
crisis. The ISO is an insurance in 
dustry advisory and statistical 
organization. 

THE DIRECTOR said the new 
form eliminates the last three defi- 
ciencies that the department had 
identified as potentially harmful to 
the public. The new claims-made 
policy now 


1) Gives insureds the right to pur- 
chase supplemental tail coverage 
regardless of the. reason for 
cancellation or non-renewal 

2) Guarantees insureds who pur- 
chase supplemental tail coverage, 
reinstatement of 100 percent of the 
aggregate limit of liability under the 
policy for all claims reported after 
the end of the policy period; and 

3) Entitles those insured to receive 
loss information on claims and oc- 
currences in sufficient specific 
detail to facilitate their decision to 
accept or reject an application for 
general liability insurance

But back to 1932. Charlie Root, the 
ace of the Cubs’ pitching staff, was 
on the mound. Chicago had tied the 
game 4-4 in the bottom of the fourth 
as I remember it: When you gate- 
grash, you keep moving as if you are 
constantly on your way to “the 
john."” I remember vividly slowing 
to a stop because | could hear words 
between Root and Ruth, and of 
course. the Yankee bench. The 
Yanks were mad at the Cubs 
because the Chicago players had 
failed to,vote Mark Koenig, a former 
New Yorker, a full share of the 
Series money 

Anyway, the first Yankee up in the 
fifth walked and brought up Ruth 
and his mighty bat. He-was quickly 
behind. two strikes and no balls, 
which w¥s a funny thing because the 
crowd cheered louder when he miss- 
ed a pitch than they did when he 
homered 

It was then that the Banfbino is 
supposed to have made the sign that 
he.was going to hit a homer. It didn’t 
happen. But he hit the next pitch out 
of the park — so far, in fact, that it 
could have landed in Lake Michigan. 

Just for fun, I looked the game up 
in The Sporting News World Series 
Record Book. Ruth led both teams 
with 4 runs batted in, and he and Lou 
Gehrig each blasted a pair of four- 
baggers as the Yanks won and went 
on to sweep the Series.
